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Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1. This Office Action is in response to the AMENDMENT filed on July 11, 
2006 for the above identified application number. 

2. Claim 6 is allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Saeki et al (US Pat No 6,067,400), the closest prior art of record to the 
current invention, relates to a multimedia optical disc that stores multimedia 
data. 

A multimedia optical disc comprising a data area for storing at 
least one object that has sub-picture data and moving picture 
data, wherein the data area includes a plurality of small areas, 
each of which includes a first sub-area and a second sub-area, 
with the object in the data area being stored over consecutive small 
areas; the first sub-area stores the moving picture data having a 
certain time period and the sub-picture data being reproduced at 
the same timing as the moving picture data, the sub-picture data 
being a menu image which includes a plurality of buttons for 
showing menu items for display; and the second sub-area stores 
control information including button control data for responding to 
a user's operation applied onto a menu image reproduced in the 
first sub-area in the same small area and auxiliary control data for 
substituting the user's operation applied onto the menu. (Saeki, 
column 4, lines 10-24). 

Regarding the claimed subject matter of claim 6, Saeki reads some of the 
claimed features of "transport stream data" (column 29, lines 28-48) that has 
been recorded on a medium. The "transport stream data" comprising "a menu 
item coordinate information" (Fig. 12), "image information" (e.g., images 1-3, 



Fig. 35). Saeki however fails to teach the further limitations of the above 
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features as recited in the claim. That is, Saeki at least fails to teach "valid 
duration information" for which the menu item coordinate information is valid; 
reading the menu item coordinate information and valid duration information 
inserted in the transport stream data at a predetermined time periods; and 
"associating a particular data of multi-angle data included in the transport 
steam data with a particular menu item" 

Thus, Saeki neither renders obvious nor anticipates the combination of 
claimed elements in light of the specification. Thus, for at least the reason 
above, independent claim 6 is patentable over the cited prior art Reference.
